Italians  listening  to  the  broadcast 

of  Hitler's  speech  conunemoratlng 
the  seventh  anniversary  of  the  Nasi 
rise  to  power  in  Germany  were  sur- 
prised at  the  extremely  violent  tone 
of  the  nehrer  and  the  Mtter  lan- 
guage he  employed  la  his  references 
to  the  Allies. 

They  attached  particular  signifi- 
cance to  Hitlers  hints  that  Ger- 
many s  war  machine  ls  now  ready 
to  carry  out  the  plans  (Jrafted  for 
it  by  German  military  and  Govern- 
mcnt  leaders. 

Some  dimatbvfactlon  was  exprcs.vd 
over  the  VMUwr's  attempt  to  justify 
hla  co-operatkm  with  Soviet  Russia, 

but  this  was  counterbalanred  for 
Italians  by  the  emphaaia  he  placed 
on  the  community  of  Intereata  ex- 
isting between  Germany  and  lUly. 
and  the  Importance  of  the  Rome- 
Berlin  axis. 

HiUer's  bitter  denunciation  of  the 
Versailles  Treaty  and  the  League  of 
'  Nations,  his  theories  on  rich  and 
poor   nationa  and   his  complaints 
isgatast    British    Imperialism  all 
struck  a  responsive  chord  In  Rome. 

Faaclat  circles  said  that  on  these 
points  complete  identity  of  views
